It is one of the best plays that can be devised, for after all no 
matter how complicated the formation or theory of attack, there are 
only so many avenues of attack. This is one of the strongest. 
The Left End goes through to the defensive backs immediately. 
The Left Tackle after closing to the center to prevent anyone com­ 
ing through in time to interrupt tne play behind the line of scrimmage 
goes through to the defensive backs. 
The Center must bold on this play else the No. 3 Back will be 
tackled by a lineman coming through between the center and the guard. 
He can best do this by closing over against the right guard, at the same 
time that he charges. 
The Left Guard must with the center Insure that the piay be not 
Interrupted behind the line of scrimmage by a lineman coming through. 
The Right Guard and the Right Tackle have the task of blocking off 
the defensive guard. This must be done or the play will not succeed. 
They can best do this in the following way: 
The Right Tackle hits the 
guard first and turns him in to the guard who takes him on the Outside 
and keeps him from getting Into the play. 
The Right End blocks the tackle out. 
The No. 4 Back working with the end helps to get the tackle. 
The No. 1 Back also crashes on the tackle. The tackle is the man 
who must be eliminated from this play. 
The No. 2 Back heads out against the end and screens him from 
the play. 
If the defensive end is playing the waiting ganre he will 
usually not bother this play much, because the No. 3 Back runs on a 
dead line over the defensive tackle’s position and gets away before the 
end can get him. 
If the defensive end is playing the smashing game 
he will often wreck this play, but an end run will cure him. 
The No. 3 Back receives the ball from the center and runs on a 
straight line as indicated. 
When he gets to the line of scrimmage he 
immediately reverses the field as shown and runs to the left. 
This is not a circling play but a direct smash, the idea being to 
crush the tackle and allow the No. 3 Back to get to the line free. 
It requires a strong running back.
